Ghengis Khan also made Sa­ 
markand his capital, and Al­ 
ex ander the Great co nqu ered 
the city .

Better Data 
Isaac H. H oove r , FAA 
safety eng ineer and project 
manag er, said the additional 
realism would produce even 
better data. 
Sixteen dummy passeng ers, 
including a child’s doll, were 
strapped inside the aircraft 
which was loaded with safety 
devices for the experiment. 
Some of them—if real peo­ 
ple—would have survived, oth­ 
ers would have died, safety 
experts concluded after ex 
amining the wreckag e. 
Among t h e 
“survivors” 
were the child’s doll, s u s- 
pended from its seat in a spe­ 
cial restraint harness, and a 
man-like dummy protected by 


an inflatable bag . The big bal­ 
loon-like bag inflated in front 
of the passeng er seat to pre­ 
vent a forward death lurch. A 
companion dummy, protected 
only by a seat belt, was 
jammed under the seat ahead, 
a probable “fatal.”

Washing ton—Every time Defense Secretary Robert Mc­ 
Namara swing s his economy ax, a little office across the hall 
swing s into action to prove the Pentag on has a heart. 
It is a small heart — three 
a 
men and tw o secretaries. 
They make up ttie Office of 
Economic Adjustment, which 
is supposed to help towns that 
are hit by the closing of a 
nearby military base or the 
loss of an important defense 
contract. 
Twenty-two m o r e towns 
have received the bad news 
as 
McNamara 
raised 
his 
three-year score to 494 instal­ 
lations shut down or reduced 
with a saving of $551 million 
and a cutback of 8 1,600 jobs. 
The Office of Economic Ad­ 
justment was set up in May, 
1961, to relieve the hardship 
caused by such chang es in de­ 
fense patterns. 
Chang es are coming thick 
and fast these days. New 
weapons g row obsolete before 
they are tried. Old principles 
of defense are outdated. The 
apparent relaxation In th e 
cold war has caused a level­ 
ing off — if not y et’ a de­ 
cline ~ in military spending . 
Cong ressmen and senators 
put out enormous amounts of 
time a n d energ y trying to 
land new defense plants or in­ 
stallations — or hang onto the 
ones they have. 
W h e n McNamara’s com­ 
puters say no, what can a 


tiny, three-man office do 
soften the blow? 
“Ours Is an almost impos­ 
sible assig nment,” admitted 
tiie director of the office, Don­ 
ald Bradford, a crew-cut, 48 - 
year-old former food chain ex­ 
ecutive turned career c i vi l 
servant. 
“But we have had some 
amazing successes,” he said. 
Bradford said he can call 
on the vast resources of the 
federal g overnment, for such 
thing s as s m a l l business 
loans, a r e a redevelopment 
g rants, or manpower retrain­ 
ing projects. 
He sdso tries to bring to­ 
g ether state and local leaders 
for sessions on how to plug 
the dollar g ap left by depart­ 
ing servicemen and defense 
workers. 
“We work basically with 
ideas,” Bradford said.

‘Nursing Home Danger’ 
Conference to Be Asked 


A conference with Gov. Frank Morrison will be sought 
soon by Nebraska Nursing Home Assn. representatives to 
discuss what they call “the potential danger of too many 
nursing homes in the state.” 
The association would in­ 
clude proprietary and non­ 
profit operations in bo t h 
skilled nursing care and per­ 
sonal care categories in their 
statement. 
“The problem isn’t here 
yet,” said Executive Secre­ 
tary Eugene Thompson of the 
nursing ho m e association, 
“but at the rate of present 
construction it can come to us 
as it did to Texas several 
years ago.” 
He explained Texas ended 
up with so many nursing and 
care homes that even cut 
prices and competition didn’t 
spjve the problem. Many are 
being converted into motels 
and hospitals today. 
'Thompson said 700 n e w 
nursing home beds were built 
in Nebraska since last July, 
mostly skilled nursing care 
units. 
He pointed to the overbal­ 
ance of construction in north­ 
east Nebraska especially, cit­ 
ing towns like Wayne, Nor­ 
folk and Tilden. 
‘First to Say’ 
“The association would be 
the first to say we need more 
beds in new homes to replace 
some t o t a l l y inadequate 
places.” Thompson said. 
This is especially true, he 
continued, in heavily pop­ 
ulated Lincoln and Omaha. 
However, t he association 
believes that some reins on 
indiscriminate building a r e 
going to have to be set up to 
avoid inbalances in Nebraska. 
Perhaps it will take a re­ 
quired certificate of need be­ 
fore a home can be started, 
he proposed. 
“It certainly doesn’t seem 
wise for towns of 400 or 500 
to build 50 and 75-bed nurs­ 
ing homes when their own 65- 
and-over population amounts 
to 50 or 65 people,” 
s a i d 
Thompson. 
Five or Six 
And, he added, maybe all 
but five or six of these aged 
are perfectly capable of living 
at home. 
To keep such homes filled 
and operating in the bl a c k 
means the aged from a larger 
a r e a must be 
recruited, 
Thompson continued. 
“But this takes the person 
away from his home sur- 
r o un d i n g s unnecessarily, 
doesn’t it?” he asked. 
Over in Iowa recently, Ne­ 
braska Nursing Assn. mem­ 
bers recall, the governor has 
agreed to a request to set up 
a special committee to inves­ 
tigate overbuilding by n o n- 
profit institutions.

The state department of agri­ 
cu ltu re wanted to u se the money for research, 
bu t the Inited States Department of Agri­ 
cu ltu re (TSDA) said “nix."

State Senators Harold R. Stryker and 
George Gerdes and Pearle Kinigan. state ag­ 
ricu ltu re director, have now developed a 
scholarship plan to secu re the interest from 
the fu nd for scholarships for farm and ranch 
you ths. Su ch scholarships cou ld be u sed for 
vocational or college edu cations. The plan has 
tentative approval of USDA. 
This part of the plan can be endorsed and 
enthu siastically praised. Very qu estionable is 
the part of the plan which wou ld place ad­ 
ministration of the scholarship program with 
the state department of agricu ltu re, aided by 
an advisory committee. 
Professionally the state department of ed­ 


u cation is better equ ipped to handle the ad­ 
ministration. It also has the advantage of be­ 
ing divorced from partisan politics. 
Pearle Finigan is a political appointee and 
has been active in partisan politics. Even if 
he were to administer the fu nds impartially 
he wou ld be su bject to criticism of u sing the 
fu nds to enhance the party’s image. 
This is a techniqu e which all too often has 
been u sed to political advantage on the na­ 
tional scale. Government checks often appear 
conveniently close to elections. States and in­ 
dividu als loyal to the “ins" are rewarded.

The slate department of edu cation has 
close connections with the schools of the state 
and is therefore in a mu ch better position to 
distribu te the fu nds, ju dge the applications 
and advise recipients.

London—“Before the year is ou t, t h e 
Americans will be competing hard for Soviet 
bu siness, and they will be rou gh competitors, 
too.” 
This interesting forecast is attribu ted, with 
good reason, to no less a per­ 
son than the prime minister. 
Sir Alexander Dou glas Home. 
The prime minister may or 
may not be right abou t the 
inevitability of a 
r a d i c a l 
change in the existing U.S. 
policy on trade with the Com­ 
mu nist nations. 
Yet his forecast is still 
remarkably interesting, both 
for its backgrou nd and for its 
Implications. The British are 
Alsop 
getting ready to do bu siness with the Soviets 
in a big way, and in some measu re in a way 
that is still disapproved in official Washington. 
Fu rthermore, both parties in this “nation 
of shopkeepers" are as one on this matter. 
No amou nt of headshaking, armtwisting and 
tu t-tu tting by the State Department or even 
by the President himself is going to deter 
the British from selling to Ru ssia on a large 
scale, and on the basis of long-term credits 
If this seems ju stified. 
Britain’s cu rrently u nfavorable trade bal­ 
ance with Ru ssia in tu rn gives the British a 
certain leverage in competition for exports to 
Ru ssia ou tside the scope of the trade agree­ 
ment. Very large exports are hoped for be­ 
cau se of the new Soviet requ irements created 
by Khru shchev’s program to expand fertilizer 
and chemical ou tpu t. 


A Soviet trade grou p has received gof­ 
fers from Imperial Chemical and other British 
firms which led to requ ests for specifications 
and detailed tenders on approximately $250 
million worth of bu siness. One item of bu si­ 
ness was a single hu ge chemical produ cing 
cpmplex, all complete, which may cost as 
mu ch as $85 million. 
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In order to get this last, particu larly 
tempting contract, moreover, the British gov­ 
ernment has already au thorized a 12-year 
credit to the Soviets. Thu s, the already col­ 
lapsing ru le against long-term credits to the 
Commu nist bloc will go into the discard for 
good and all, if the Ru ssians accept the British 
tender. 
That is not the end of the story, either. 
The West Germans, who u su ally trade with 
Ru ssia on even terms, bou ght nearly $60 mil­ 
lion more than they sold last year. This was 
mainly becau se they yielded to the State De­ 
partment’s argu ments against exports of largc- 
diameter steel pipe to the Soviets. The West 
German bu sinessmen are therefore fretting. 
The French, too, had a disappointing year 
in their Ru ssian trade, bu ying more than $60 
million above what they sold. This, beyond 
mu ch dou bt, was the main reason for Fi­ 
nance Minister Valery Giscard D’Estaing’s 
trip to Moscow. 
Right here is the weakest point in the 
whole hou se-of-cards system of controls over 
trade with the Commu nist bloc. 
As yet. the British are not planning to 
sell the Ru ssians anything on the forbidden 
list of “Cocom,” the coordinating committee 
oi NATO. Bu t the British wou ld very mu ch 
like to sell a lot of things, even inclu ding com­ 
pu ters. The French, in tu rn, have it in their 
power to scu ttle “Cocom" whenever 
t h i s 
seems advantageou s to them, and they are 
entirely likely to do so at any moment.

If “Cocom" falls apart, the United States 
will be qu ite exceptionally foolish if Prime 
Minister Dou glas Home’s prediction is not fu l­ 
filled to the letter. If every other Western 
ally is going to trade with Moscow, with no 
holds barred, and if there is good money to 
be made by doing so, the United States ou ght 
to get its share of the profits. Indeed, we 
ou ght try for a lion’s share.

Moreover, normalization of trade relations 
is tlie natu ral, even the desirable next step 
in the general normalization of relations with 
the Soviets that is now. going on. Whether 
these realities can be faced at home with a 
minimu m of empty, partisan tu b-thu mping will 
be a test of American political matu rity.

The Continental Congress met with failu re 
when it tried to get all colonies to enact effec­ 
tive conscription. Not u n­ 
til the Civil War was the 
conscription qu estion se­ 
riou sly r a i s e d again. 
President Abraham L i n- 
coln called on Congress for a law, and liability 
to military service was established. Enforce­ 
ment of the law encou ntered bitter resistance. 
Du ring World War I conscription w a s 
again the law and was enforced on a selective 
basis.

After World War I, you ng men c o u l d 
again breathe freely ou t of the range of com­ 
pu lsory military service u ntil 19 40, when the 
first peacetime military conscription in the 
nation’s history went into effect.

After World War II life was never 
to be 
the same becau se the military needed you ng 
men for one reason or another—occu pation, 
police jobs in devastated areas, the Berlin 
blockade. Ju st as the draft law was to expire, 
hostilities broke ou t in Korea. Congress con­ 
tinu ed the Selective Service System indefi­ 
nitely. 
thu s for almost 24 years you ng men have 
had to plan their lives arou nd the u nderstand­ 
ing that they may have to give some time in 
service to Uncle Sam. The bitter resistance 
of yesteryear has su bsided. Only last year 
Congress reenacted the draft act withou t a 
seriou s examination of the nation’s military 
manpower su pply. 
For several years the demand for you ng 
men has been lessening and there has been 
accu mu lating a large backlog of you th of 
draft age. With this have come more exemp­ 
tions and deferments.*

Recently married men were made exempt 
and you ng men, who were allowed to finish 
college before service, cou ld conceivably elu de 
service by marriage before or Immediately 
following gradu ation.*

Rejections becau se of higher mental 
and 
physical requ irements 
for military service 
have increased. At the same time 
m a ny 
you ng men have careers interru pted at the 
wrong stage of life. 
The recent rejection of Cassiu s C l a y, 
heavyweight boxing champion, has brou ght 
u nfavorable attention to the system. 
President Johnson recently 
annou nced 
plans for a comprehensive government re­ 
view of the military draft, inclu ding the pos­ 
sibility of eliminating it within 10 years. The 
review will apparently su pplant one that has 
been u nder way at the Pentagon du ring the 
last year. 
Mr. Johnson said that he had been an 
original proponent of the draft act in the be­ 
lief that obligations and privileges of service 
mu st be shared equ ally. He acknowledged 
that the system may have drifted from this 
concept, 
A draft system that falls u nfairly on a 
limited nu mber of you ng men is not the best 
way to ru n a repu blic. It can be hoped that 
the President’s review will come u p with 
some constru ctive alternative.

Washington—The exu ltant presentation by 
President Johnson over television and radio 
annou ncing that the railroad strike had been 
settled by “the free collective-bargaining pro­ 
cess," didn’t tell the whole story. In fact, in 
one respect these words were 
misleading. It wou ld h a v e 
been more accu rate to have 
conceded frankly to the Amer­ 
ican people that they had ju st 
witnessed a dramatic example 
of coercive “mediation.” 
For both sides—the rail­ 
road and the u nion representa­ 
tives—negotiated with a clu b 
over their heads. This pres­ 
su re was not revealed to the 
pu blic, bu t the “bargainers” 
Lawrence 
knew that u nless they agreed by the end of 
this week, the President wou ld ask Congress 
to pass a law barring a rail strike while a 
governmental process of settlement was pu t 
into effect. 
The problem of the railroads and of the 
labor representatives, respectively, du ring the 
negotiations, therefore, was how to get the u t­ 
most advantage for each side withou t blocking 
the road to final agreement. 
In a sense the u nions were deprived of 
their normal u se of economic power—the op­ 
portu nity to threaten the railroads with a hu ge 
financial loss. This is always the biggest 
weapon a labor u nion can wield. 


While the railroads recognized that the 
dispu te had to be settled and a strike averted, 
this didn’t relieve them of another financial 
strain—the amou nt of wage benefits a nd 
changes they wou ld have to agree to for the 
fu tu re in order to satisfy the demands of the 
u nions. They knew that a political government 
natu rally leans toward the labor side.

The pressu re on the railroads, moreover, 
to reach some kind of agreement was in­ 
tensive for another reason. They cou ldn’t know 
how mu ch more their costs might be if a 
government-established board had power to 
fix the working ru les. 
So, all in all, the railroad representatives 
realized that they cou ld not bargain in the 
cu stomary way and hold ou t for better terms 
as the u nion representatives had done in more 
than five years-of jockeying in negotiations. 
A settlement, therefore, had to come. Bu t who 
was to say in a few days of critical parleys 
which proposals had to be accepted? Here 
the pressu re by government, exerted by the 
secretary of labor and government-appointed 
mediators, came into play. It was simply a 
case of “take it or leave it,” with a hidden 
warning. For, when the mediators spoke, ev­ 
eryone knew they had behind them a clu b 
possessed by and abou t to be u sed by the 
President himself. *

This, of cou rse, Isn’t a “free collectivc- 


bargaining process." 
It intro duces a t h i r d 
party, eu phemistically identified as the “ pub­ 
lic interest." It means nev ertheless an arbi­ 
trary u su rpation of go v ernmental po wer with­ 
ou t the explicit sanction of Congress.

Indeed, the “pu blic interest" will not be 
fu lly served u ntil the Congress, by law, defines 
and limits the right to strike on the railroads. 
As things stand today, the exercise of su ch a 
right cou ld at any time inflict a devastating 
loss on the national economy, with u ntold hard­ 
ships to innocent bystanders. For, as has hap­ 
pened before, there can be a strike threat at 
any time on one u nresolved issu e. 
So, while the pu blic reaction may be one 
of relief that for the time being there is to 
be no catastrophe, the menace can hardly be 
said to have disappeared. If pu blic opinion 
isn’t informed as to the dangers—the tru e 
natu re of the settlement ju st reached and its 
implications—nothing will be done by the 
President or Congress u ntil the next crisis.

pro­ 
grams: Aimed principally at 
u nderprivileged chil(h:en in 
slu m districts, these ha ve 
been started in at least eight, 
m a j o r cities. Cou nselors 
work intensively with both 
children and parents to spu r 
interest in edu cation 
a n d 
“equ alize” , cu ltu ral ga p s 
between children. In New 
York the dropou t rate of 
children in this plan ha s 
been slashed 40%. 
Cu stom made cu rricu la: 
Ordinary academic requ ire­ 
ments are waived and a stu ­ 
dent may pu rsu e whatever 
cou rses he wants instead of 
a pre-pack aged stu dy plan. 
A stu dent might elect to 
read for a year or stu dy on­ 
ly math. The programs are 
being tried in several cities. 
“Exploratory storms” : 
In 
this instance, an eighth or 
ninth grader simply look s 
arou nd for a month or so to 
find cou rses that appeal to 
him. Then a stu dy schedu le 
is drawn u p, with the help 
of a cou nselor, to fit hi s 
particu lar needs and inter­ 
ests.

William Norton, chairman 
of the Nebraska Power Re­ 
v iew Board, say s that while 
his group has enjoy ed “ an 
era of peacefulness” during 
the past 10 months, ‘‘some­ 
one is going to be mad at 
us” after hearings on a pro­ 
posed 230 kilov olt (kv ) trans­ 
mission line from Ft. Randall 
to Grand Island. 
Norton made the comments 
during a rev iew board ap­ 
pearance before a Legislativ e 
Council public power commit­ 
tee headed by Sen. D o n 
Thompson of McCook. 
The $ 5 million line in ques­ 
tion has been proposed by the 
Nebraska Electric Generation 
and Transmission 
Coopera­ 
tiv e Inc. (G&T), an organiza­ 
tion formed by 23 rural power 
districts. 
A number of objections to I 
it hav e been filed by some 
of the state’s other power 
agencies including the Loup 
Riv er and Platte Valley Pub­ 
lic Power Districts, w h i c h 
j o i n t l y operate the Ne­ 
braska Public Power Sy stem 
(NPPS). 
Norton said hearings on the 
proposal, which could easily 
turn into long, heated ses­ 
sions, are slated to begin May 
18, but said if the differences 
between the G&T and NPPS 
regarding ov er-equity power 
can be resolv ed, the need for 
the hearings might be elimi­ 
nated along with G&T’s de­ 
sire to build the line. 
He said the rev iew board 
will hold a closed-door meet­ 
ing with officials of the two 
organizations on May 7 in an 
attempt to reach a mutually 
acceptable solution to their 
disagreements.

Co llege faculties and public 
scho o l o fficials need to re-ex ­ 
amine so cial studies co urses 
in light o f the need fo r in­ 
creased emphasis o n eco no m­ 
ic educatio n. 
That is the o pinio n o f two 
natio nally -kno wn 
eco no mists 
who led discussio ns at an 
Eco no tnic Educatio n Co nfer­ 
ence in Linco ln. 
Representativ es o f Nebras­ 
ka co lleges and univ ersities 
and public scho o ls attended 
the co nference spo nso red by 
the Nebraska Co uncil o n Eco ­ 
no mic Educatio n. 
“ A co urse in eco no mics is 
no t eno ugh,” said Dr. 
J o h n 
Haefner, pro fesso r o f so cial 
studies educatio n at the State 
Univ ersity o f Io wa, Io wa City , 
la. ‘‘We need to Increase and 
impro v e the eco no mic co ntent 
in all so cial studies co urses. 
‘Tf we are to impro v e t h e 
teaching o f eco no mics in o ur 
scho o ls, we must pro v ide suit­ 
able training o ppo rtunities fo r 
teachers. This may require a 
new lo o k at graduate degrees 
to pro v ide eco no mic back­ 
gro und thro ugh interdepart­ 
mental 
co o peratio n,” 
Dr. 
Haefner said. 
Dr. J o hn Co leman, dean o f 
the div isio n o f humanities and 
so cial studies at the Carnegie 
Institute o f Techno lo gy , Pitts­ 
burgh, Pa., said the need fo r 
eco no mic understanding was 
nev er greater because t h e 
“ tests o n o ur eco no my a r e 
greater than ev er befo re.” 
“ Our eco no my has no t been 
tested and the rest o f t h e 
wo rld is no t go ing to be sat­ 
isfied with what we hav e ac­ 
co mplished in the past,” Dr.
